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Gods  and  Goddesses  of  ancient  times  were  the  most 
frequent  portraits  found  on  early  coins  so  a  brief  dis¬ 
cussion  of  several  follows  as  an  introduction. 

In  the  beginning,  according  to  ancient  mythology, 
there  were  two  gods,  Uranus  and  his  mate,  Gaea.  Gaea 
was  the  goddess  of  the  Earth  and  the  mother  of  Several 
races  of  giants,  one  called  the  Titans  and  the  other 
the  Cyclopes.  Uranus  disliked  his  children  and  put 
them  in  Tartarus  in  the  under  world.  Originally  Tar¬ 
tarus  was  a  place  for  punishment  and  was  as  far  below 
Hades  as  the  earth  is  below  heaven.  Later,  Tattarus 
was  the  place  where  the  wicked  underwent  eternal  pun¬ 
ishment  . 

Kronos,  the  youngest  of  the  Titans,  somehow  esc¬ 
aped  the  journey  to  Tartarus  and  at  Gaea's  urging 
deposed  his  father,  Uranus.  Kronos,  once  on  the  throne, 
married  his  sister,  Rhea.  Gaea  then  prophesied  that 
Kronos'  youngest  sone  would  overthrough  him  as  he,  the 
youngest,  overthrew  his  father.  To  escape  this  prop¬ 
hesy,  he  devoured  all  of  his  children  at  birth.  Rhea 
became  discouraged  at  losing  five  children,  so  when 
Zeus  was  born  she  substituted  a  stone  for  the  child  in 
swaddling  clothes  and  presented  it  to  Kronos,  who 
swallowed  it. 

Zeus  grew  rapidly  and  became  very  brave  and  strong. 
One  day  he  confronted  his  father  and  forced  him  to 
disgorge  his  five  brothers  and  sisters.  Thus  he  res¬ 
cued  Poseidon  and  Hades,  his  brothers,  and  Demeter, 

Hestia  and  Hera,  his  sisters. 

Zeus  became  the  greatest  of  the  gods  on  Mount  Olympus 
and  became  the  father  of  both  gods  and  men.  Polygamy  and 
incest  were  common  among  the  gods  and  it  was  thus  quite 
proper  for  Zeus  to  marry  his  sister  Herna  and  have  child¬ 
ren  by  her,  then  have  offspring  by  other  goddesses  and 
lesser  beings  such  as  Leto,  Alkmene ,  Maia  and  Callisto. 
After  all,  he  was  the  King  of  the  Gods.  At  times  the 
relationships  became  so  intangled  among  the  inhabitants 
of  Mount  Olympus  that  no  one  knew  just  who  their  parents 
were .

Last  week  I  received  my  acknowledgement  card  from  the 
mint  in  San  Francisco  for  the  1965  "Proof-like"  sets.  From 
the  numbers  on  the  card  it  appeared  there  were  a  great  many 
people  who  ordered  before  me.  Evidently  I  was  wrong  in  ass¬ 
uming  that  people  would  not  purchase  something  they  knew 
nothing  about.  The  idea  of  raising  the  price  on  choice  sets 
is  sound,  at  least  it  was  when  the  sets  had  silver  coins  in 
them.  However,  the  fact  that  the  mint  refused  to  state 
exactly  what  you  were  getting  for  your  $4.00  leaves  me  a 
little  cold.  If  the  sets  turn  out  to  be  "mint  sets"  I 
will  feel  I  have  a  legitimate  gripe  coming  and  you  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  hear  from  me  again  on  this  score,  in  the  mean¬ 
time  I  would  like  to  hear  from  our  readers  on  this  topic. 

Now  that  the  convention  is  over,  we  start  a  "new1,  year 
so  to  speak  and  although  the  executive  committee  has  not 
announced  their  choice  of  sites  for  the  1967  (centennial) 
convention  it  will  obviously  be  either  Lincoln  or  Grand 
Island.  Without  campaigning  for  either  town,  because  we 
have  had  extremely  sucessful  conventions  in  both  towns,  I 
would  like  this  particular  convention  in  Lincoln.  Grand 
Island  will  be  able  to  draw  from  Fonner  Park  and  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  new  Stuhr  Museum,  obviously  two  events  which 
should  not  be  overlooked,  but  Lincoln,  with  the  state 
capitol,  will  be  the  center  of  literally  hundreds  of  cent¬ 
ennial  events.  The  University,  for  one,  is  really  planning 
to  go  all  out  according  to  Royce  Knapp.  With  two  fine 
cities  aiming  for  the  convention  I  am  a  little  relieved  not 
to  be  on  the  deciding  board.  What  do  you  think? 

Our  collective  hats  are  off  to  Minden,  both  as  a  city 
and  as  a  coin  club.  Both  did  themselves  proud  as  hosts  to 
the  N.N.A.  I,  for  one,  enjoy  a  small  town  convention  now 
and  then  because  everyone  in  the  town  knows  why  you  are  there 
and  they  want  you  to  feel  welcome.  Despite  the  small  town 
atmosphere  present  the  bourse  was  very  lively  by  Sunday, 
which  was  "the"  day  for  the  dealers  and  did  not  hear  anyone 
who  was  not  satisfied. 

One  of  the  papers  with  which  we  correspond  regularly 
is  the  Western  Coin  Collector.  In  the  April  edition,  there 
was  a  very  fine  article  on  the  life  of  Elmer  Nelson.  This 
is  another  one  of  the  publications  which  have  done  much  in 
support  of  the  N.N.A. ,  and  the  only  one  which  you  may  not 
have  heard. 

We  welcome  a  r -vi  advertisor  this  issue,  Coins  Magazine. 
Their  free  offer  should  be  interesting  to  many.  The  state 
now  has  three  official  club  papers,  namely  the  N.N.A.,  The 
Omaha  Coin  Club  and  the  Fort  Kearney  Coin  Club.  Both  the 
Omaha  paper  and  the  Iowa  Numismatic  Association,  after  years 
of  printing  by  memiograph  have  adopted  our  half  sheet,  off¬ 
set  method  of  printing,  and  I  challenge  any  other  area  of 
equal  population  to  come  up  with  a  better  bunch  of  non¬ 
commercial,  papers  .  Thanks  are  out,  by  the  way,  to  A1  Moore 
who  took  several  of  the  convention  pictures  which  appear. 


State  Bank  At  Tekamah

The  following  is  the  text  of  Mr.  Plouzek 's  award  win¬ 
ning  display  at  the  N.N.A.  convention  in  Minden.  The  work 
won  first  place  in  paper  money. 

Tekamah 's  first  bank  was  chartered  on  February  12, 

1857  by  an  act  of  the  Territorial  Legislature.  It  was 
financed  by  parties  in  Louisville,  Kentucky  and  New  Albany, 
Indiana  and  was  known  as  the  "Bank  of  Tekama".  Just  why 
the  "H"  was  omitted  from  the  name  is  a  mystery,  but  probably 
it  resulted  from  an  error.  The  bank  was  chartered  for  a  25 
year  period  with  capital  stock  of  $50,000  to  $500,000  and 
opened  with  $50,000  subscribed.  The  names  fo  the  incorp¬ 
orators  were  T.  M.  Puett,  W.  C.  Brewster,  B.  B.  Northrop, 

W.  A.  Moore,  W.  N.  Byers,  G.  W.  chilcott,  C.  Newton,  F.  R. 
Wright,  L.  P.  Badman,  J.  R.  Heyde ,  and  J.  F.  Wilson. 

The  Banknotes  for  the  "wildcat"  bank  were  printed  by 
Bald,  Cousland  and  company  of  Philadelphia  in  black  and 
white  with  a  red  overprint.  The  safe  for  the  bank  was 
hauled  from  Fort  Calhoun  by  ox  team  to  the  frame  building 
which  served  as  the  bank.  L.  L.  Campbell  was  President, 

F.  M.  Akin,  Cashier,  and  Tobe  Hight  of  Bloomington,  Ind¬ 
iana  Assistant  Cashier.  Hight  was  sent  out  by  the  promoters 
to  take  charge  of  the  bank.  3anks  fo  this  "wildcat"  kind 
were  placed  as  far  as  possible  from  the  parent  bank  so 
that  by  the  time  script  got  back  to  them  it  would  be  closed. 
The  bank  lasted  only  a  few  years  during  which  time  hight 
became  well  acquainted  with  the  early  settlers.  When 
Hight  received  word  from  his  banker  friends  in  Kentucky, 
to  close  the  bank,  he  went  from  one  little  store  to  another 
and  told  the  citizens  he  was  going  to  close  the  bank  and 
fo r  them  to  come  and  get  their  money  at  once.  This  was 
done  and  the  bank  closed.  By  having  a  man  of  such  calibre 
in  charge  of  the  bank,  Tekamah  did  not  lose  like  many 
others  in  the  west  as  a  result  of  wildcat  banking. 


The  lowest  denomination  coin  was  the  quarter  farthing 
of  England  (roughly  l/16th  of  a  penny)  which  was  struck  in 
1839  and  1851-53  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Victoria  for  use 
in  the  crown  colonies.  The  smallest  gold  coin  is  the  three 
cent  piece  struck  in  South  Africa  for  Mr.  Solly  Marks,  one 
is  dated  1894  and  nv»r<  '>nn  *re  dated  i°°8.

Wooden  Nickels  William  F.  Rickenbacker 

Collectors  of  wooden  nickels  who  have  been 
hoping  for  a  new  reference  work,  will  be  happy  to 
know  they  can  save  $3.95  by  not  buying  this  book. 
This  new  work  by  William  F.  Rickenbacker  carries 
the  appropriate  secondary  title  of  "The  Decline  and 
Fall  of  Silver  Coins."  As  this  title  implies,  the 
author  reviews  the  government  policies  during  the 
past  ten  years  that  have  resulted  in  our  present 
"sandwich"  coins.  He  states  that  the  difficulties 
of  maintaining  a  silver  supply  were  not  caused  by 
collectors  or  vending  machines.  Rather,  poor 
Treasury  planning  and  irresponsibility  were  the 
causes  of  nearly  all  the  monetary  problems  encount¬ 
ered  during  the  past  few  years.  All  coin  collectors 
should  find  this  book  interesting  and  informative. 


Gold  Coins  of  the  World  Robert  Friedberg 

This  is  the  much  awaited  second  edition  of  the 
standard  reference  work  on  gold  coins  of  the  world. 
This  edition  has  been  revised  and  edited  by  Jack 
Friedberg.  Containing  2800  illustrated  plates, 
this  handsome  cloth  bound  book  is  priced  at  $16.50. 
Owners  of  the  1959,  first  edition  will  notice  many 
changes  and  improvements  in  this  new  edition.  Coins 
:re  now  arranged  :n  alphabetic  order  with  all  plates 
and  prices  brought  up  to  date.  A  new  system  of 
numbering  the  coins  makes  reference  much  easier  and 
of  course  the  plates  appear  on  the  same  pages  as 
the  text  and  are  reproduced  in  actual  size.  Due  to 
this  rearrangement  of  material  and  the  inclusion  of 
some  new  information,  this  second  edition  is  32  pages 
larger  than  the  earlier  edition.  Collectors  of 
wot id  coins  will  definately  find  this  book  rewarding. 

Ror  n  Coins  and  Their  Values  D.  R.  Sear 

This  publication  has  taken  its  place  along  with 
the  earlier  Seaby  books  in  providing  the  student  of 
ancient  coins  the  most  information  possible  at  the 
lowest  possible  price.  Though  primarily  a  catalog, 
the  book  does  offer  many  interesting  pages  of  general 
information  and  biographical  sketches  of  all  Roman 
emperors,  their  wives,  children  and  all  other  notables 
portrayed  on  Roman  Coins.  Beginning  with  the  Rep¬ 
ublican  coin  period  in  269  B.C. ,  the  book  lists  near¬ 
ly  all  the  more  common  bronze,  silver  and  gold  coins 
issued  through  the  reign  of  Anastasius  I,  491-518  A.D. 
In  addition,  prices  are  quoted  for  fine,  and  Very 
Fine  condition,  reference  numbers  are  included  (both 
Sydenham  and  Cohen)  and  seven  pages  of  plates  are 
included.  This  book  should  do  more  to  promote  the 
collection  of  Ancient  Roman  coins  than  any  book  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  last  ten  years.  If  you  collect  ancient 
coins  or  are  interested  in  starting,  THIS  BOOK  IS  A 
MUST'.  Avilable  at  most  leading  dealers  at  $4.50. 


The  Nevada  State  Museum

If  you  own  a  coin  beaming  the  mint  mark  "CC,"  you  possess 
a  part  of  the  $49,274,434.30  ($23,829,425.00  in  gold  coinage 
and  $25,445,009.30  in  silver)  that  was  minted  in  a  building 
that  had  its  fortress-like  granite  block  walls  quarried  from 
the  yards  of  a  penitentiary,  and  that  now  serves  as  a  state 
museum.  The  museum  is  an  excellant  stop  for  collectors  who 
are  traveling  in  the  area  as  it  contains  nearly  a  complete 
story  of  coin.  From  the  mine  in  the  basement  to  the  coining 
machines  upstairs.  "CC"  is  the  mark  of  the  Carson  City, 

Nevada  as  you  all  know.  The  mint,  which  began  operations  in 
1870,  closed  forever  in  1893,  and  its  machinery  dismantled 
and  shipped  for  use  in  other  mints  now  forms  the  basis  for 
the  museum.  From  1893  until  1933,  the  granite  block  building 
served  as  a  United  States  Assay  office  much  as  did  the  San 
Francisco  mint  building  after  1955. 

The  main  press,  Old  Number  5  was  manufactured  in  the  V 
6  T  shops  in  Carson  City  in  1876,  performed  yeoman  service 
during  the  operation  of  this  mint  and,  upon  its  closing,  was 
sent  to  Philadelphia  to  be  used  in  the  mint  building  there. 
Finally,  its  travels  took  it  to  San  Francisco  where  it  re¬ 
mained  until  it  was  retired.  At  that  time  the  museum  entered 
into  long  and  involved  negotiations  with  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment  which  culminated  in  bringing  No.  5  back  home. 

In  1933  the  government  decided  the  old  building's  floors 
and  roof  had  deteriorated  so  badly  that  renovation  was  econ¬ 
omically  impractical,  and  the  once  proud  building  stood 
desolate  and  forlorn  for  six  years. 

After  more  than  two  years  of  extensive  renovation,  the 
Nevada  State  Museum  became  a  reality  and  today  the  annual 
visitor  figure  runs  into  the  hundreds  of  thousands. 

Like  most  museums,  the  one  at  Carson  City  fulfills  an 
important  function  in  preserving  and  interpreting  the  objects 
which  have  a  place  in  the  background  of  the  state.  Here  the 
visitor  will  see  displays  concerned  with  such  areas  as  miner- 
ology,  geology,  mammalogy,  ornithology,  paleontology,  arch¬ 
eology  and  other  sciences,  all  pertaining  to  the  State  of 
Nevada  and  its  surrounding  area. 

One  of  the  most  unique,  largest,  and  best  attended  ex¬ 
hibits  of  the  entire  museum  is  "the  mine".  This  is  a  300 
foot  tunnel  in  the  basement  of  the  building,  constructed 
with  such  exacting  attention  to  detail  that  visitors  actually 
feel  that  they  are  in  an  underground  mine.  A  tour  of  the  mine 
begins  with  the  visitor  passing  through  an  actual  mine  "cage" 
from  one  of  the  old  shafts  on  the  Comstock.  It  continues  past 
various  mining  operations  in  progress  with  the  machines  oper¬ 
ated  by  models  to  give  the  layman  a  very  good  and  real  concept 
of  what  actually  takes  place  in  an  underground  mine.

BUSINESS  MEETING 


At  1:18  in  the  basement  of  the  'linden  Citv  Hall 
the  11th  annual  business  meeting  of  the  N.N.A.  was 
called  to  order  bv  President  Rav  Larson.  After  the 
minutes  and  Treasurer's  reports  were  accented,  Kelvin 
Leener  asked  about  the  Progress  made  in  dispersing 
the  old  N.N.A.  medals.  John  Gabarron  noted  that 
nothing  new  was  planned  in  this  regard  but  sales  were 
quite  steady  with  several  clubs  Purchasing  them  for 
door  prizes. 

A  motion  bv  Elmer  Nelson  made  Bart  Lewis,  Jim 
McKee  and  Bob  Kutcher  Life  Members  for  their  work  on 
the  NEWSLETTER. 

The  Ballot  Committee,  which  was  headed  bv  Colonel 
Hughes,  and  included  Jim  Cotton  and  A1  Moore  were 
introduced  and  instructed  to  give  the  results  of  their 
tabulations  at  the  banquet  that  evening. 

Bart  Lewis  explained  how  the  NEWSLETTER  had 
prepared  a  36  slide  program  on  Nebraska  Banks  and 
Banknotes  which,  after  the  educational  program,  would 
be  available  for  use  by  local  clubs  bv  paving  ship¬ 
ping  costs.  A  second  slide  show  and  tape  is  now 
being  prepared  on  Brvan  Monev. 

In  answer  to  a  question  as  to  whv  there  was  no 
auction  this  vear;  John  Gabarron  and  Elmer  Nelson 
explained  that;  the  dealers  on  the  floor  obiected, 
it  was  difficult  to  find  a  good  auctioneer,  reserves 
were  too  high  for  floor  bidders  and  bid  boards  were 
relatively  unsucessful. 


John  Gabarron  then  answered  Rav  Plouzek's 
question  on  the  propress  of  the  state  centennial 
medal  bv  pointing  out  that  although  designs  were 
chosen,  all  were  rejected  bv  the  commission  and  to 
this  date  no  funds  have  been  appropriated .  The 
original  idea  of  having  the  mint  strike  the  medals 
was  passed  up  in  favor  of  the  Medallic  Art  Comnanv 
after  mint  authoriztion  because  of  expense. 

Elmer  Nelson  suggested  that  each  of  the  state's 
clubs  promote  or  sponsor  a  show  during  the  centennial 
vear,  perhaps  on  a  one  per  month  basis. 

Invitations  for  the  1967  convention  were  received 
from  Grand  Island  and  Lincoln,  but  a  motion  bv  Elmer 
Nelson  moved  the  decision  ahead  60  davs  to  enable  the 
executive  committee  to  do  some  advance  planning. 

After  a  discussion  on  the  present  bourse  fees  it 
was  decided  that  the  price  would  not  excede  $30.00  in 
Omaha,  $25.00  in  Lincoln,  $20.00  in  the  balance  of  the 
state  with  a  maximum  of  one  table  per  dollar  charged. 
It  was  also  decided  that  the  banquet  would,  in  the 
future,  begin  at  8:00  with  the  bourse  floor  closing 
at  7:30  and  not  reopening  after  the  banquet.
